VWHEREAS, the use of the tel ephone to market goods and
services to the home is pervasive now due to the increased use
of cost-effective tel emarketing techni ques; and

VWHEREAS, thirty thousand busi nesses actively tel emarket
goods and services to business and residential custoners; and

WHEREAS, every day, over three hundred thousand
solicitors place calls to nore than eighteen mllion
Anericans, including residents of this state; and

WHEREAS, tel emarketing can be an intrusive and relentl ess
i nvasi on of the privacy and peaceful ness of the hone; and

VWHEREAS, many residents of this state are outraged over
the proliferation of nuisance calls to their homes from
tel emar keters; and

VWHEREAS, senior citizens are often easy targets of

unscrupul ous and repetitive tel emarketing practices; and
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VWHEREAS, i ndividuals' privacy rights and comerci al
freedom of speech can be bal anced in a way that accommobdat es
both the privacy of individuals and legitimte tel emarketing
practices; and

WHEREAS, twenty-eight states, including Arizona, Col orado
and Texas, have enacted "do not call" laws to protect their
residents' privacy; and

WHEREAS, it is in the public interest to establish a
mechani sm under which the individual residents of this state
can deci de whether or not to receive telemarketing calls in
their hones;

NOW THEREFORE, BE | T RESOLVED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE
STATE OF NEW MEXI CO that the attorney general of New Mexico be
requested to take such actions as necessary to study
tel emarketing practices and the nechani snms used in other
states to protect individuals' expectations of privacy in
their homes, to solicit public input fromthe residents of New
Mexi co and to make recommendati ons as to what neasures can
best be applied in New Mexico; and
